7/7/17  Supper  Room  AV 

Martin  J  advised  the  committee  of  his  contacts  with  Caroline  Dudgeon  re  the  Town  Council 
providing  AV  aids  in  the  supper  room  and  he  had  met  her  and  the  contractors  who  had  installed 
the  AV  aids  in  the  Market  Hall.  The  estimated  cost  for  the  supper  room  was  £3500.  Suggestion 
had  been  made  that  AAG  make  an  application  for  a  grant  but  Richard  had  contacted  Martin  to 
say  that  he  was  concerned  about  ownership  and  had  strongly  advised  against  this,  suggesting 
that  the  Town  Council  would  be  the  appropriate  body  to  make  a  grant  application.  AAG  would 
be  happy  to  support  such  an  application.  Another  suggestion  was  that  AAG  could  make  a 
donation  towards  the  installation  of  equipment.  Those  present  expressed  some  unease  as  we  had 
previously  been  pushed  aside  in  favour  of  another  group  and  there  is  no  guaranteed  that  this 
could  not  happen  again.  Caroline  should  be  contacting  Martin  on  any  progress. 

The  urgency  of  finding  a  solution  to  resolve  the  problem  of  having  to  carry  the  equipment  to 
meetings  was  stressed. 

8/7/17  AOB  Market  Hall  Lift
